Years aro, the 
late Cardinal Manning, a con-

wrote on this subject. While he 
'probably would make use of dif- 
ferent arguments were he writ- 
| ing today, we shall quote from 
‘him in answer to your query: 
“When theology comes in con- 
tact, and it may be in conflict 
with the science of the world, it 
is the office of the Church to har- 
'monize the science of revealed 
truth with the sciences of the 
human intellect; We are told 
that it cannot be harmonized 
with physical science, and the 
stock example which is always 
‘given us Is this: that Galileo was 
‘condemned for teaching the mo- 
tion of the earth. It is true, in- 
| deed, that a book of Galileo was 


examined at a time when the! 


‘whole world believed in the mo- 


tion of the sun, and when the 
motion of the earth was not as 
yet a scientific truth. It had not 
yet been established by science; 


nor was it scientifically proved 
for one hundred vears afte! 
wards. For a certury aiter 


Galileo some of the highest in- 
tellects still believed in the mo- 
tion the sun. Many in this 
country (England) lived and 
died disbelieving the hypothesis 
‘of Galileo, and believing.it to be 
contrary to Scripture. There- 
‘fore the Church, at the time 
‘when the doctrine was but a 
hypothesis and a conjecture, 
parently running counter to the 
helief of mankind, and to what 
seemed to be the words of Scrip- 
‘ture, discountenanced a 
which tended to unsettle the be- 
lief of men both in natural and 
supernatural truth. The Church 
defined nothing, and uttered no 
doctrine. It made a disciplinary 
prohibition to protect men from 
the disturbing effect of an un- 
proved hypothesis. And 
has been the course of 
Church since then? From 
moment that the motion of 
earth was established as 
scientific truth the Church has 
accepted it; and why? Because 
the Church: has no revelation of 
physical science. No revelation 
whatever is made of astronomy. 
The Book of Joshua uses the 
language of sense, and not the 
language of science, in saying 
that the sun stood still. There- 
fore faith and theology are in 
no way implicated, and 
way in conflict. They who ac-

Hundreds of newspapers are going out of exis- 
tence because of the scarcity of what is known as 
newsprint—the paper which newspapers are pub- 
lished on. A few weeks ago a newspaper published 
in New York State appeared printed on brown _wrap- 
ping paper and with this statement: “This paper 
costs us 144ec a pound, or 444c more than the meat 
they used to wrap in it.’ Four years ago print paper 
ya # be bought at two cents the pound; now it is 
being sold in the open market as high as 15c. Four 
16-page papers weigh one pound. Four years ago you 
could receive only about 20c for 100 pourids of old 
paper; today it is worth $1.50 the 100 pounds. This 
means that every eight old papers of 16 pages are 
worth 3c. 

If every family in the parish saved all the paper, 
of whatever kind, think of the amount of money 
which could be received in a year’s time for the mis- 
sions, or even for parish needs! One issue of OUR
